MACMIILLAN*S REMARKS WERE APPLAUDED WARMLY.

INTO LAUGHTER. THE CROWD LOVED THE HAT. MACMILLAN GRINNED WITH 
PLEASURE. THEN PUT IT BACK ON. 

KHRUSHCHEV MOTIONED MACMILLAN OVER TO A WAITING MICROPHONE, 

THE SOVIET PREMIER RECALLED HIS 1956 VISIT TO BRITAIN WITH 
FORMER PREMIER NIKOLAI BULGANIN. HE EXPRESSED HOPE THE USEFUL anp 
FRANK TALKS HE HAD THEN WOULD BE DUPLICATED. HE SAID THE SUBJECTS wouy

MACMILLAN RESPONDED: 

"I DO NOT COME TO NEGOTIATE ON PARTICULAR SUBJECTS. I DO 
HOPE, HOWEVER, THAT IN OUR TALKS TOGETHER WE SHALL AT LEAST 
REACH A BETTER UNDERSTANDING OF OUR POINTS OF VIEW. 

“PERHAPS IN THIS WAY OUR VISIT MAY HELP TO ALLEVIATE SOME oF THE 
CARS THAT AT PRESENT BRING ANXIETY TO THE WORLD.* 

THEN HE PUT IN A LITTLE JOKE THAT SEEMED TO GO OVER THE HEADS 
OF THE LISTENING RUSSIANS. 

HE RECALLED THAT HIS ONLY PREVIOUS VISIT TO RUSSIA CAME ABOUT 30 
YEARS AGO AS A TOURIST, AND COMMENTED: 

"I THINK THAT I WILL SEE AS MANY CHANGES IN THE SOVIET UNION 
AS THERE HAVE BEEN IN ENGLAND SINCE THE PICTURE PAINTED BY DICKENS."
